THE borough is to get a share of a £1.26 
million pot from NHS England to help 
with its work in bringing together 
local health and care services into one 
efficient and effective organisation. 

It has been recognised for its work to 
promote co-ordinated care, where health 
professionals and care workers liaise closely 
to provide joined-up support for patients and 
service users. 

Royal Greenwich is one of 14 ‘pioneer’ areas 
nationally, which will each receive £90,000. 
The money will be used to bring in relevant 
support to make integration happen more 
quickly and effectively 

Initiatives include a multi-disciplinary Joint 
Emergency Team (JET) which coordinates 
urgent social care referrals and helps prevent 
unnecessary hospital admissions. 

The aim is to make sure that patients 
who could be treated at home or in short 
term residential care homes do not have to 
go into hospital unnecessarily. More than 
2,000 patient admissions have already been 
avoided because of JET’s involvement. More

Patent will be something I always carry with me. 
But one cannot escape the awful moments. The 
death of a child through neglect by its own parents 
is never comprehensible. Nor too, the tragic and 
brutal murder of Lee Rigby on our streets last year. 
It says much I believe about our borough that not 
for one moment did I worry that our communities 
would split apart over this. We are a far more 
resilient and united borough. So my final thanks 
to those I have worked with and alongside both 
within the council and beyond. I wish nothing but 
the best for this place which became my adopted 
home more than 30 years ago. My special thanks to 
all the people of the Royal Borough of Greenwich.

• Join up the Greenwich out-of-hours GP 
service and the GP-led urgent care centre 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospital

joining up health and social care services. 

Greenwich’s integrated system has 
already won honours in national awards 
which promote innovation in the public 
sector and recognise improvement and 
efficiency in social care.. 

A key feature of the system is that 
it allows people to be cared for in the 
community rather than in hospital. This 
care may be provided in their own homes 
or in intermediate care facilities until 
they can return home. The aim is to give 
people time and support to regain their 
independence wherever they can. 

Successes for the new ways of working 
include: 

• Patients aged over 65 being discharged 
from hospital more quickly 

• A smaller number of people going 


extremely grateful to Greenwich residents 
for taking part in the consultation, sharing 
their views and helping to shape our 
decision-making. 

“Patients’ views are the guiding influence 
in our decision-making and our decisions 
mean that when a Greenwich resident 
has an illness or injury that isn’t life- 
threatening but needs urgent attention, he 
or she is treated quickly by their own GP or 
at a GP-led urgent care centre that is open 
early and closes late. 

Urgent care centres provide treatment for 
any illnesses or injuries which aren’t life 
threatening, but still need treating quickly. 

In Greenwich, the CCG works with the 
local NHS, including hospitals, mental 
health providers, pharmacists and dentists 
as well as the council, local community 
groups, public and patients, to improve 
health and wellbeing, reduce health 
inequalities, and ensure everyone has equal 
access to the health services. 

to Accident and Emergency or being 
admitted to hospital 

• Fewer service users needing home care. 

• It has also brought savings of £900,000 
in the council’s care budget, and saved 
more than five per cent in the NHS 
community health budgets. 

The scheme is now being expanded to 
develop integrated health and social care 
services centred around GP surgeries. 

Local GP Dr Rebecca Rosen, and a 
member of the commissioning group 
which led on developing integrated 
services, said: “As a GP in Greenwich, I am 
very excited about how the Pioneer project 
enables me to work much more closely 
with colleagues from the health, social 
care and voluntary sectors. 

“It is also refreshing that the work we’re 
doing in Greenwich is centred around 
service users’ goals and ambitions. This 
extra money will enable us to be more 
innovative in how we help people with 
both medical and non-medical needs.”

THE latest council-supported 
development to help people get on the 
home-owning ladder has just put its 
shared ownership homes on sale. 

They’re part of the Greenwich Square 
regeneration project on the site of the old 
Greenwich District Hospital. 

A total of 645 new homes are being built, 
including 144 available for shared ownership 
and 170 for social rent. These affordable 
homes represent almost half the development 
and were secured by Greenwich Council as 
a planning condition. Home hunters will be 
able to buy a 25 per cent share from £73,750. 

The first phase of the development is due to 
be finished in July. 

It will include the new royal borough 
Greenwich Centre, a community facility that 
will provide a gymnasium, swimming pools, 
council services, a library and a medical 
practice, plus flexible space for community 
use. 

At the heart of the development is a public 
square that has been designed to create a 
community hub which will be surrounded by 
cafes, restaurants and other amenities. 

The new homes within this part of the 
development will range from apartments 
and maisonettes with balconies to terraced 
family houses with landscaped gardens. 

The affordable homes will be available 
through L&Q, one of the UK’s largest 
housing associations. 

Jerome Geoghegan, its director for 


development and sales, said: “London is 
currently facing an affordability crisis, with 
many first-time buyers priced out of the 
market. 

“Greenwich Square is an important 
development for Londoners, not only because 
of its iconic location, size and facilities, but 
also because it offers people across a range 
of incomes the opportunity to be part of this 
dynamic new quarter right from the start.” 

A spokesperson for the council said: “This 
is one of a number of exciting developments 
in Royal Greenwich which are transforming 


areas with large scale regeneration 
programmes. This development will also see 
the third of our new local centres opening; 
the Greenwich Centre will deliver a more 
efficient service for local residents by opening 
brand new community facilities housed in 
one modern building. 

“We expect it to follow the success of 
our centres in Eltham and Woolwich; for 
example, our new Woolwich library is now 
one of the busiest in London.”

TfL axes cash fares on buses 


PEOPLE travelling by bus 
will no longer be able to 
pay by cash from Sunday, 
July 6. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) says axing the 
method of payment on the 
capital’s buses will save 
£130 million a year, which 
will be reinvested into the 
transport network. 

Passengers will have 
to use an Oyster card or 
contactless payment card 
(CPC) to pay as you go. 


TfL says nine out of 
ten cash payers already 
have an Oyster card and 
their main reasons for 
using cash are because 
their card has run out of 
credit or they have simply 
forgotten it. 

A new scheme, called 
the One More Journey 
facility, lets passengers 
with insufficient funds 
but positive balances on 
their Oyster card make 
one more trip. 


After a successful 
trial on the most cash- 
used routes, it is now 
being rolled-out across 
London. 

By summer virtually 
everyone in London and 
the South East who has 
a credit or debit card will 
have at least one CPC- 
enabled card.

WEEKLY attendances at baby rhyme 
time sessions in libraries across the 
borough have never been bigger. 

The groups, suitable for babies and 
toddlers up to three years old, are part 
of a programme of story times aimed at 
young children which have been running 
for more than a decade. 

Two years ago, they were revamped and 
expanded and the number of activities 
doubled to stretch across all 12 libraries. 

Now about 600 children, and their 
parents or carers, attend weekly across 26 
regular sessions. 

The most popular is at the Woolwich 
Centre Library, where attendances have 
been known to top more than 100. 

Many libraries have more than one 
session each week, they are spread across 
mornings and afternoons, as well as 
Saturdays. Sessions are free and there is 
no need to book. 

Liz Green, from Charlton, took her 
granddaughter Chloe, aged 18 months, to 
a recent session in Woolwich. 

“We have Chloe one day a week and I 
have a list of baby rhyme times up at 
home. We pop on the bus and come here, 
depending on the day we have her. 

“She enjoys it and loves singing. As soon 
as she arrives she understands what to do 
and knows its fun. 

“It’s very well attended and very well 
organised.” 

Anu Sharma, who lives in Blackheath, 
has been attending sessions for about two 
years with twins Sagar and Sanjna, aged 
three. Anu, who works three days a week, 


said: “We come mostly on Thursdays and 
it’s good fun, nice singing and a chance to 
meet people and read stories. 

“We also [go to libraries] when they do 
messy plays and crafts. Sometimes we 
go to the park but when it’s raining it’s 
definitely the library.” 

The youngsters even have the chance to 
join together for the annual Rhymeathon, 
held in July in cooperation with the 
borough’s children’s services, when more 
than 300 children plus their carers take 
part in a mass sing-song, 

Diana Edmonds, head of libraries at 
Greenwich Leisure Limited, which runs 


them on behalf of the borough, said: 
“Baby Rhyme Times are a great way of 
helping children acquire language skills 
and introduce babies and toddlers to the 
library in a friendly and welcoming way. 

“They also encourage the development 
of social skills in young children, as 
well as providing a safe environment for 
parents and carers to meet and interact, 
while providing the repertoire of various 
songs and games the child is likely to be 
expected to know when they attend more 
formal education.” 

About two million visits are paid to 
borough libraries each year. 


The borough’s libraries hold 75,000 
children’s books and supply 2,500 library 
members aged 0-3 and more than 16,500 
aged 4-12. 

They also provide a variety of facilities 
for local residents including DVDs, 
free public access computers and 
Wi-Fi, alongside creative activities such 
as messy mornings, reading groups and 
‘knit and natter’ sessions for adults. 

There is no need to book, just go along 
and join in the free sessions.

and open spaces over the summer 
months. 

But behind the scenes, the borough’s 
24 thriving Friends of Parks groups 
work all year round to make sure Royal 
Greenwich’s glorious green spaces are 
not just protected and maintained, but 
also developed so they can be enjoyed by 
the whole community. 

Terry Powley, chair of the Friends of 
Parks Forum, said: “This is the sixth 
year of Parksfest, and anyone who 
attends will see for themselves how 
valuable a contribution the unrivalled 
parks of Greenwich make to its cultural 
and community life. The Friends are 
groups of enthusiastic people who are 
keen to keep and preserve the amenities 
of our parks. They meet regularly to 
discuss safeguarding and developing 
individual parks, and often set up 
work parties to tidy up the parks or 
plant bulbs, and introduce interesting 
projects.” 

He continued: “The Friends of The 
Tarn, for example, have installed 
cameras in birds’ nests to give them an 
insight to how birds hatch and nurture 
their young. The Avery Hill Friends 
are interested in bat watching, and 
are working on identifying different 
species.” 

So what do people who join a Friends 
group get out it? Terry explained: “They 
all share a common interest in open 
spaces and environment protection. 

And being a member introduces you to 
other people with the same interests, so 
there is a social dimension as well. The 
Friends groups have moved on from just 
protecting the parks to developing them 
so that people can use them for events 
and enjoyable entertainment.”

Friends. They can help 
with setting up a new group, for example 
by hosting a public meeting. Currently 
new Friends groups are proposed for 
Bostall Gardens in Abbey Wood and 
Queenscroft Recreation Ground in 
Eltham. Depending on what people 
want, Friends groups can be either 
formal - with a management committee 
and constitution - or informal. They 
can apply for community grants to help 
improve their park or open space, and 
Friends groups can also contribute 
their views to the borough’s Parks 
Management plans. They may also be 
able to put on public events in their 
local park. 

“We work very closely with the 
council, who are very supportive 
of what we do, and plant trees 
and develop meadows, such 
as at Oxleas and Horn Park. 

The Parks Forum is pleased 
it has been able to work with 
the council in recent years on 
installing the outdoor gyms and 
lots of playground equipment, 
and they always seek our views 
before new equipment is installed,’

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Artists open

SCULPTURES, paintings and artwork made 
of felt will be on display over the next two 
weekends when artists open their doors to 
the public, in an annual event. 

Greenwich Open Studios will give people 
the chance to see 23 local artists on an 'art 
trail' around the royal borough. 

"It is the oldest group to set up this idea of 
open studios in an artists trail," said event 
co-ordinator Maggie Learmonth, who paints 
with an environmental theme. 

"It began in 1 977 with a group who just 
got themselves together to display their 
art and has been going ever since. We have 
50 members and 23 will be opening their 
studios or front rooms." 

Fearing nobody would find her studio 
tucked away remotely in Charlton, Maggie 
will be using her front room, something 
which has brought her great success. 

"I've been doing it five or six years and 
once someone was knocking on my door the 
minute I was open, rushed in and said 'Oh 
good, you haven't sold that painting yet!' 

"People come for all different reasons, 
some to buy and some just to do the trail. 
Some pick and choose and others try to see 
as much as they can." 

The art is varied: Nicola Corrigan is 
a designer who makes textiles, cards, 
murals, wall art and designs for interiors;

A TEAM made up of pupils from two 
schools in the royal borough has taken on 
the Irish at their own game and won. 

And later this month a squad of 20 
boys go back to Ireland to contest the 
national Division Three U14 title in gaelic 
football. 

The group are made up of 16 boys from 
St Paul’s Academy in Abbey Wood and 
four from St Thomas More, Eltham. 

They recently went to Killeavy, in South 
Armagh, for a seven-day trip and returned 
with two trophies, having won a league 
and a cup. 

One of their coaches, Michael Maher 
who teaches at St Paul’s, said: “The 
headteacher Pat Winston is from an Irish 
background, as am I, and we have a lot of 
Irish staff. 

“Our gaelic football has grown from 
strength to strength and we’ve got it now 
in many of the primary schools that feed 
us. The game is going from strength to 
strength in London” 

Abbey Wood have teams at several 
levels, including U18s, but the biggest 
competition in Ireland is for U14s. 

The squad have been hugely successful, 
winning two divisions of the Irish Feile 
Peile Na Nog contest in recent years to 


move up to division three. “I don’t think 
we will be far off winning it this year,” 
said Mr Maher.

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Ellis takes a step towards Rio Olympics while Reggie's boxing goes from strength to strength

ELLIS O’Reilly has moved a step 
closer to realising her dream of 
competing at the Olympic Games 
in Rio - after a testing time in 
Bulgaria. 

The 16-year-old gymnast, supported 
by Greenwich Starting Blocks, helped 
Ireland’s gymnastics team finish 19th 
at the European Championships in 
Bulgaria. 

That was good enough to qualify for 
the World Championships in China later 
this year, where the quest to qualify for 
the Olympics in Brazil in 2016 continues. 

Ellis, from New Eltham, had to sit 
some of her GCSEs while in Bulgaria 
- and then sit another in a late-night 
session at her school the moment she 
got off the plane home. 

Mum Jackie said: “They had to take her 
mobile phone off her so that she didn’t 
have any contact from her friends, who 
sat exams at different times to when she 
could. 

“We couldn’t speak to her or contact 
her either, so it was all really difficult 
for her.” 

Despite the distractions and the exam 
pressure, Ellis finished 25th overall 
of those who did all four gymnastic 
disciplines. 

It was the first time she had competed 
as a senior at that level and she was 
up against older and more experienced

gymnasts who had already competed at 
the Olympics and W orld Championships . 
Ireland, for whom Ellis qualifies 


through her grandfather, were also 
putting in a team to the Europeans for 
the first time. 

Ellis is one of four siblings, three of 
whom are boxers led by Jenna, 18, who 
is due to take part in the Haringay Box 
Cup at Alexandra Palace this summer. 

Jenna, also supported by Starting 
Blocks, will also now be competing as 
a senior against seasoned adult boxers, 
with potential opponents in her category 
coming from Scotland and Germany. 

Meanwhile youngest sibling Reggie, 
11, has made great strides in his own 
boxing career, winning four of his first 
five bouts. 

Having begun to fight only 
recently, he won his first three bouts 
comprehensively. 

He lost a fourth when he prepared 
to fight against a left-hander, only to 
find his opponent right handed, before 
winning again for his club, Nemesis, in 
a contest in Romford. 

Jackie said: “His coaches are really 
pleased with him. They say whatever 
he tells them to do he takes it in and 
ignores the calls from the crowd. He 
works really hard in training.” 

Reggie added: “I’m pleased with how 
it’s going. I am working on how to 
box against southpaws [left handers] 
because I’m going to come across them 
soon.” 

Saying what attracted him to the sport, 
he added: “I just liked all the training - 
the sparring and the running.”
